PRAGMATISM. 


What do I say? I say S. D. M.'s article is 
mighty good. His criticism of Descartes’ 
Cogito ergo sum is well put and quite true. But 
I didn’t trot out that dictum as something 
extraordinary, but as an illustration: of how 
philosophers take pains to find a valid start- 
ing-point in their divings after the unfathom- 
able soarings after the infinite. Certainly Des- 
cartes’ dictum is tautological; when he said 
Cogito, his personal existence was already as- 
sumed and asserted, as S. D. M. says, and the 
ergo is entirely superfluous. Might just as well 
have said fume. 

Consciousness is a basic, axiomatic, intuitive 
truth, and any one who refuses to accept it 
does, as S. D. M. rightly maintains, commit 
mental] suicide. 

But I don’t tmagine that that Cartesian plati- 
tude or any other old philosophic fossil which 
we philosopherlings are tossing about menaces 
the modern pragmatic doctrine, “that is best 
which works best.” Since man is what he is— 
an emotional, unreasoning creature, only a few 
degrees removed from his anthropoid ances- 
tors—we must do the best we can. But are we 
doing the best we can? Don’t we too often say, 
Let well enough alone? 

S. D. M. seems to incline strongly to pragma~ 
tism and concludes by asking’ ‘‘Prof. Jones” if 
he thinks our pragmatic practice of democracy 
“works best.” Frankly, I am weak on prag- 
matism, having given it little attention. Am 
well aware of the striving after efficiency—bet- 
ter business methods—to make more money-— 
for what? To buy various kinds of pleasures. 
Pleasure!—the lure that leads to destruction— 
“the primrose path to the everlasting bonfire.” 
It is the doctrine of the Iowa farmer, who 
bought more land to raise more corn to feed 
more hogs to get more money to buy more 
lana—— 

It seems to mie that, philosophically, prag- 
matism is a most misleading criterion. Gov- 
ernmentally, especially in a democracy like ours, 
it should be regarded as a makeshift, not as an 
unalterable principle. Commercially I admit it.

That he never knocked out even 
a third-rate fighter by a clean 
punch. 

That light-heavyweichts 
whipped him. 

That he jumped out of the ring 
after five rounds with a dub we 
all knew as Joe Cox. 

That he looked like a ham 
beside Dempsey in every. re- 
spect except waving his hand to 
the crowd before the fight. 

That he won his reputation 
when a middle-aged negro, nearly 
40 years old and 30 pounds over- 
weight, laid down on the floor and 
held his hand up to shade his eyes 
from the sun while the referee 
counted him out. 

From the very beginning of Wil- 
Jard’s career this column has point- 
ed out that Willard was a show- 
man, not a fighter: a man who 
shirked the ring repeatedly and 
only entered it when the returns 
were greater than those he could 
obtain by exploitation of a ring 
fame he was not entitled to.

Further, every time in the 
course of the day or night that 
you feel any distress, physical or 
mental, immediately affirm to 
yourself that you will not con- 
sciously contribute to it, anil that 
you are going to make it disap- 
pear. 

Then isolate yourself as much 
as possible, shut your eyes, and 
passing your hand over your fore-. 
head, if it is something mental, or 
over the part which is painful, if 
it is something physical, repeat 
extremely quickly, moving your 
lips, the words: 

“It is going, it is going——,” 
etc., etc., as long as it may be nec- 
essary. 

With a little practice the physi- 
cal or mental distress will have 
vanished in 20 to 25 seconds.

Avoid carefully any 
practicing autosuggestion. 

CONCLUSION 

What conclusion is to be drawn 
from allthis?
